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PREBACE 


A SMALL paper book, about seven and a-half inches long by six 
inches broad, and scarcely an inch thick, bound in limp vellum, 
with vellum strings to tie and keep it shut, of the size to be easily 
placed in one’s pocket and carried about, lies in the General 
Register House at Edinburgh. It is the record of the marriages 
and baptisms of the Covenanter men and women and their 
children during the period of the ministrations of the Rev. John 
Macmillan to the scattered companies or praying Societies 
between the years 1706 and 1751. When Dr. Matthews, the 
Secretary of the Pan-Presbyterian Alliance, addressed the Scottish 
Synod at its meeting in 1906, he mentioned that he had seen 
this book, and suggested that some means should be taken at 
least to secure its contents for the Church, and as the result of 
negotiations, Sir Stair Agnew, the Registrar-General for Scotland, 
has given permission for this to be done. 

The little book seems to have belonged to William Galloway, 
a merchant in Glasgow, who, in the later years of his life, removed 
to Elie in Fife, and died there in 1853 or 1854. At the sale of 
his effects which followed, the book was purchased by the Rev. 
Walter Wood of that town, and may have been by him handed to 
Mr. George Robertson of the Register House, who deposited it 
for safe keeping among the public records of baptisms, marriages, 
and deaths therein preserved. And if these are justly valued by 
the nation for the information they afford, to Covenanters this 
little book, as the only authentic record of that kind relating to 


them, is surely of equal value, yea more; for some, finding the 
ili

family from which their own descent is traceable, will feel the 
thrill of gratitude when therein they realise the unfailing truth of 


the Divine promise— 


‘‘And to their children’s children still 
His righteousness extends : 
To such as keep His covenant, 
And mindful are alway 
. Of His most just commandements, 


That they may them obey.” 


The opening paragraph of the book discloses the intention of 
at first making it a Session Minute Book, but obviously this was 
impossible in an itinerant ministry, and so it at once resolves 
itself into a register. There are one or two cases of discipline 
recorded. It will be noticed that many of the baptisms are of 
grown-up boys and girls, the ordinance having been waited for in 
faith until it could be conscientiously obtained. The book adds 
much to our knowledge of Mr. Macmillan’s laborious services to 
the Church, and it has a special interest in having come to light 
at the bi-centenary (1906) of his uptaking of that work. 

It has been thought good to reprint the Register without 
modernising the spelling or phraseology, these possessing a 
quaintness and a flavour which will be pleasing to all interested 
readers.

Being a Record of Marriages and Baptisms solemnised 
by him among the Cameronian Societies. 


THERE being nothing left in record (so far as is yet known) by 
the godly and faithfull ministers in the late suffering times, [such] 
Boeressta ll), C.; R.C.; J. R.; D. H.* and that, throwgh, the 
perilous|ness| of the times, being hunted from place to place 
without any ce[rtain] abode, so that tho they practically observed 
the method of the C[hurch] of Scotland as far as their circum- 
stances then could allow as to church discipline, yet there being 
no church register ex{tant?] of their procedings, and the times 
now not being as yet so turbulent, the minister and elders have 
thought fitt to set doun the methode in which they proceed with 
reference to their debarring and admitting to church priviledges, 
quherin they highly respect and imitate the comely order of the 
Church of Scotland as far as their circumstantiate case will alow 
them, and also desires to imitate the well-knotin practise of these 
our worthy ministers as aboysaid. 

Its ordained that there be a Session Book, and all things per- 
taining to a Session be therin insert. 

And first, as to Baptisms, its ordained that all the children who 
are baptized that their names be insert in the said Session Book 
together with the day, place, and their age, and the parents to 
whom they belong, and the parish quher they live. 

2do. According to the comely order quhen both parents are in 
fellotischip and no just exceptions against the father, that he 
present his otin child. 

310. That quher on of the parents is but in fellotiship (if upon 
examinatione they be found qualified) that that person take on 
the tyes. 

Ato. It is thought fitt that tho both the parents be of one 
judgment as to the testymony, that if for some fault or other they 
be laid aside, the elder or elders of the bounds is to acquant the

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minister of the grounds for quhich they were cast out, and this 
before they have the priviledge of baptizme, who is to deall with 
them as he and the elders sees expedient. 

sto. Its to be observed that quher neither of the parents hes 
been in fellotiship and yet desirous of baptizm to their child or 
children, that as its judged necessary that all have testymonialls, 
both they within fellotiship and they without it, so that the elders 
nixt to them be at all due pains to inquire into the circumstances 
of such, and how they stand in judgment and practise as to the 
present testymony, and accordingly they are to be dealt with. 


2do. With reference to Church censures, as to these that are 
guilty of fornicatione and other things relative to a Session, we 
judge that as they are to observe the usswall dyets for their publick 
apearances according to the Acts of the Generall Assemblys in 
the best times, so also we judge fitt that these publick appearences 
be as near the place quher the fact waS comitted as circumstances 
will allow ; and also in case that if any of our number should be 
scanalized, that their purgatione be as near that place or parish 
where they are slandered as posible can be. 


3i0. As to Mariadg (1mo.) we judge it expediant that the 
parties to be proclamed not only that they have their parents 
consent and alotiance of the thing (as is set -doun in the 
Directorey for Worship), but likewise that they have sufficient 
testymonialls from the fellouship to whom they belong or from the 
best respected and honest about them if it cannot be had from 
the fellotship, and if there be any thing found thats scandalus 
- either of these within fellouship or without, that the minister have 
notice thereof before they go on to proclamatione. (2do.) Its 
judged that according to Church order the usswall times of pro- 
clamatione be observed, and that as far as our circumstances can 
allow us, and that as near the bounds as posible. 

(4to.) As to the collections for the poor, we judge it fitt that a 
list of the names of the poor belonging to us be taken up and set 
doun in the Session Book. (2do.) That the day and place quher 
the collections were gathered be also sett doun, together with the 
quoto. (3to.) That these throw the severall shyres be brought to 
the Generall Meeting and destribut then as minister and elders 
sees fitt.
